The business 
tripled, he became a partner at 
22, bought it out a year later 
and added three stores in Flori- 
da and Nassau. 


But the West held dreams of 


which his life was to be made. 


He moved to Spokane, Wash., 


in 1906 and went to work at a 
hardware firm for $7 a week. In 
1912 he began managing road- 
paving contracts.

World War II was under way 
and the Allies needed ships 
desperately. Britain called on 
Kaiser to build shipyards and 30 
cargo ships. 


At the peak. Kaiser and his 


associates operated 58 shipways 
at seven yards. They built 1,490 
ships, roughly 30 per cent of the 
American production of mer- 
chant shipping, during the war. 
Kaiser shipyards averaged one 
new ship a day and an aircraft 
carrier per week through pre- 
fabrication of major units and 
assembly-line fitting of parts.

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Tax Troubles Everywhere 


One of the manifest reasons for the 


insistence of the Republican state adminis- 
tration and legislative majority that there 
will be no new general state taxes levied 
this year, and one of the probable causes of 
the angry heckling of the Democrats, is 
that Wisconsin stands out so conspicuously 
among the states of the country on that 
matter. 


Everywhere that legislatures met this 


year they confronted the same general 
theme, with insignificant variations: state 
and local service demands, pressures for 
tax. relief, school enrollment budget re- 
quirements and capital needs presented the 
difficult problem of raising new state 
tax income in heavy volume. 


The current situation in Oregon is 


representative. Gov. Tom McCall has sum- 
moned a special session of the legislature 
and has said bluntly that he intends to 
keep it in session until it has attained at 
least two objectives, the reduction of local 
property taxes, and finding new revenue 
for 
state support of school 
districts. 


Together, those goals if attained will either 
mean that Oregon will boost its already 
steep rate of income taxation, or will be 
forced into the enactment of the sales tax 
which it has thus far avoided. 


"Wisconsin politicians and taxpayers are 


familiar with the Oregon dilemma. Here it 
was faced somewhat earlier, and a decision 
was made. In the last three biennial terms, 
this state has significantly revised its 


income taxes upward, and steadily length- 
ened the reach of the sales tax. 


This year, partly through the circum- 


stance of a substantial carry-over of funds 
from his first term, partly through some 
judicious trimming of expenditure re- 
quests, and partly by risking what appears 
on the face of it a perilously small margin 
of balance between prospective expendi- 
tures and expected revenues for the next 
two years, Gov. Knowles and a legislature 
under the control of his party appear to 
have arranged matters to avoid the new 
round of state taxation here that is 
fatalistically 
expected in almost 
every 


other state capitol. 


There are required qualifications here, 


as the governor's political enemies are 
busily pointing out. One result of the 
stabilization of the state school aid formula, 
for example, will probably be to invite 
some increase in the average local property 
tax rate this year and next. 


While the operating budget at Madison 


appears to be in balance, the fact is that 
there will be a considerable expenditure of 
money 
for capital improvements 
that 


involve borrowing, and thus a tax liability 
for a couple of decades into the future. The 
legislature chose to credit new authoriza- 
tions of federal aid in several instances to 
the state budget, rather than to county 
budgets, as in the public assistance pro- 
gram. Nor is the record yet complete. The 
legislature will return in October. It is 
conceivable, if not probable, that it will 
open up appropriation matters again. 


Vandalism Can be Tragic 


The tire went flat on a squad car whose 


occupants were investigating the broken 
glass scattered on the street Monday night, 
but it could have been on a car speeding 
down a highway a few minutes later. Then 
the fragments of glass thrown onto the 
street by vandals could have had tragic 
consequences. 


Vandalism in any shape or form is not 


easy to explain. There often is no apparent 
reason for the mischief which is com- 
mitted. Many times the persons who suffer 
do not even know the culprit. But when 
vandals start dabbling in matters that could 
result in taking a person's life, then it is 
time for the entire community to become 
concerned. 


With the starting of school soon, it is 


also time for students at junior and senior 
high schools to be concerned. There will be 
times when pressure will be applied to pull 
a "prank" as a show of school spirit. Such 
vandalism shows a lack of brains rather 
than laudable pride in a school. It brings 
nothing but discredit to those who are 
involved. The classes whose numerals are 
sprayed on stop signs and other surfaces 
throughout 
a town are not respected 


because of their extra publicity. 


The prime responsibility in this area 


lies with the teen-agers who do not indulge 
in vandalism but 
condone 
it by not 


reporting it to the proper authorities. As 
long as such participation by silence 
continues, vandalism will continue until 
death or severe injury shocks some persons 
to their senses. 


Association of Southeast Asia Nations 


Since Indonesia threw out its Commu- 


nists and gradually withdrew all authority 
from President Sukarno, 
it has been 


making efforts to cooperate with other non- 
Communist governments in Southeast Asia. 
Recently organized, the 
Association of 


Southeast Asian Nations expects to hold its 
planning meeting in Jakarta in September. 


Such an organization could hold the 


answer to many of the problems which 
beset that part of the world, particularly if 
it can encourage assistance and cooperation 
from other Asian nations such as Japan and 
Taiwan. Members are the Philippines, 
Malaysia, Singapore, Thailand and Indo- 
nesia. All have serious poverty, develop- 
ment and population problems. But so far, 
according to an article in the Hong Kong 
magazine Far Eastern Economic Review, 
the nations involved "have shown depress- 
ingly little willingness to subordinate im- 
mediate national advantage to long term 
economic gains." 


The very organization of the association, 


however, is encouraging. Indonesia does 
not yet have diplomatic relations with 
Malaysia and Singapore since they were 
broken off during Sukarno's "crush Malay- 
sia" era. The acting president, General 
Suharto, says that Indonesia is still a 
neutral nation in the 
Communist-anti- 


Communist national struggles but he has 
definitely brought Indonesia closer to the 
West Indonesia's foreign minister, Adam 
Malik, proposed the association which aims 
to "accelerate the economic growth, social 


progress and cultural development in the 
region through joint endeavor." Projects 
such as joint promotion of tourism, perhaps 
a joint shipping line and to encourage deep 
sea fishing have been proposed thus far. It 
also aims at opposition to external aggres- 
sion in any form. 


There are some very real handicaps to 


progress through the organization. Most of 
the member nations depend to a large 
extent upon sales of such raw materials as 
rubber which they cannot sell to each 
other. There are still religious, nationalistic 
and ethnic antagonisms which led to the 
dissolution 
of Singapore's merger with 


Malaysia. The Philippines actually still lay 
claim to part of the North Borneo state of 
Sabah, now part of Malaysia. There is also 
what could be considered a rival organiza- 
tion of Thailand, 
the Philippines and 


Malaysia which was formed in 1961 but 
which has been practically motionless. 


The Association of Southeast Asian 


Nations is a healthy development. Part of 
the reason it was created is the Asian 
desire to do something free of Western 
domination or even influence and this is 
important for Asian feelings of develop- 
ment and some amount of self-sufficiency. 
It can represent an alternative to Chinese 
domination of the area long after the 
Vietnamese war ends. But it will probably 
be a slow moving organization at first with 
its primary aim to avoid the suspicions and 
antagonisms built up over long years of 
conflict and reliance upon colonial powers, 
themselves in competition with each other.

— Blackballed from 
NATO — chiefly at the pe- 
culiar insistence of Denmark, 
Holland and Norway — Spain 
is nevertheless upholding the 
American interest in NATO 
and, to her benefit and ours, 
serving handsomely the de- 
fense system of the United 
States. 


For this we can thank the 


foresight, tact and courage of 
the late Admiral Forrest Sher- 
man, U.S. Chief 
of Naval 


Operations, probably the finest 
postwar geopolitical mind in 
our armed forces. 


Through the centuries Gi- 


braltar has been the lock on 
the door to the Mediterranean. 
As early as 1951 Admiral 
Sherman told me the lock 
should be moved to here. And 
in due course he gained single- 
handed in Madrid the first 
approval for mutual defense 
installations in Spain.

Today Spain has become a 


strategic imperative, and so 
has this move to here. 


The result. I am permitted to 


say, is an interwoven complex 
largely unrevealed in its full 
dimensions and purposes:

I happen to believe I am an 


optimist — both by tempera- 
ment and by philosophy. Yet. 
from time to time, I receive 
letters from readers accusing 
me of ''pessimism" or "cyni- 
cism.'' 


My retort is that they are 


muddle-headed sentimentalists

who refuse to look reality 
straight in the eye. Let us 
consult the dictionary, breth- 
ren, and see how far we can 
agree, and where we disagree. 


Webster's gives four defini- 


tions of "optimism." These are 
(1) The doctrine that the world 
is the best possible world. (2) 
The doctrine that reality is 
essentially good. (3i The doc- 
trine that the good of 
life 


overbalances the pain and evil 
of it. and (4) An inclination to 
put the most favorable con- 
structions upon actions and 


blame go on the father of the 
child. It is the mother who is 
the one that lives a lonely life 
and is the one that is talked 
about and called dirty. 


What I am trying to say is 


that the 
life of an "unwed 


mother" is very lonely. Did 
anyone ever stop to think that 
some of us are decent girls and 
are trying to live right 
if 


people would only let us. What 
I would like to know is why 
people don't understand that 
girls do make mistakes and 
people should understand this. 
Maybe their daughter might be 
the next one called an "unwed 
mother."

happenings, or anticipate the 
best possible outcome. 


With the first three of these, 


I am in complete accord. This 
is the best possible world, for 
it is the only possible world for 
us; reality is essentially good, 
for nothing created by God can 
be bad; and I am convinced 
that the good of life overbal- 
ances its pain and evil. 


But the fourth definition, to 


me. is the weakest and the 
most treacherous. To put "the 
most favorable constructions 
upon actions and happenings" 
is to substitute wishes for 
facts: to "anticipate the best 
possible outcome" is to fail to 
be prepared for the worst. 


In recent history, for ex- 


ample, Chamberlain was sin- 
cerely convinced that the Mu- 
nich pact brought "peace for 
our time," and millions of 
"optimistic" people throughout 
the world heaved a sigh of 
relief and agreed with him. 


Those who. like me, insisted 


that the appeasers were dan- 
gerous sentimentalists were 
reproached as pessimists or 
cynics. Yet. we were the true 
optimists, believing that real- 
ity 
is essentially good, we 


refused to be satisfied with an 
unreal interpretation of the 
f?cts 


What most people shallowly 


call "optimism" is simply an 
unwillingness to confront real- 
ity — and, time and time 
again, this attitude leads to 
catastrophe in human history. 


It is undoubtedly a virtue to 


hope for the best — but first 
you have (o know what the best 
is, and you hnve to know that 
you cannot achieve it merely 
by hoping for it. 


It really hurts me when 


thoughtless or confused read- 
ers label my convictions as 
"pessimistic" 
or 
"cynical." 


Nobody is more grateful for 
the 
gift 
of 
iife, 
or 
more 


convinced 
t h a t 
ultimately 


righteousness shall triumph - 
but not until we are willing, as 
an entire world, to give up our 
comforlahlo (and fatal) delu- 
sions.
